Next year we plan to review the salary structure of many positions 
in terms of their relative importance to the town and will recommend 
adjustments if needed.

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Planning Board Report 


Using the $2,000.00 appropriated by the Town to update the com- 
prehensive plan, I applied for grants to supplement the appropriation. 
The Department of Conservation gave us $1,000.00 and the State Plan- 
ning Office awarded us $2,077.00 to be used with our $2,000.00 to up- 
date the comprehensive plan and ordinances. 

To date, we have had public hearings and work sessions. Based on 
input from the public hearings, individual calls from townspeople and 
the urging of the Shellfish Committee we agreed to sponsor two or- 
dinances on overboard discharge. We decided to present these ordinances 
at the March Town Meeting because there is already a serious pollution 
problem in parts of West Bath. According to the Department of Marine 
Resources, if more overboard discharge permits are issued in certain sec- 
tions of town the pollution level will increase to the point where the 
clam flats will have to be closed. The Department of Environmental 
Protection which issues overboard discharge permits is just beginning 
to consider what the accumulative effect of overboard discharge is. 

We plan to have more public hearings where we will present our 

~ tentative conclusions and change them to reflect the feedback we receive. 
We hope to have the comprehensive plan complete either for the June 
meeting or call a special town meeting in the fall to deal exclusively with 
the comprehensive plan and ordinances. 

On routine matters permits for construction in the Shoreland

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Shellfisn Commission Report 


January 29, 1985 


After several months of working to organize an active shellfish com- 
mittee in West Bath, our first meeting with the regional committee (West 
Bath, Harpswell, & Brunswick) set the stage for our program for the 
next 2 or 3 years. 

A long-range goal of the Clam Committee is to increase the clam 
production in the Town as a part of the regional shellfish management 
effort. 

A clam flat survey team, funded by Brunswick and representing 
the region, sampled the size and abundance of the clams in the flats. 
This data, presented to the selectmen, indicated the depleted nature of 
the adult clam populations and the presence of relatively good numbers 
of juvenile clams that need protection to mature to commercial size (two 
inches). 

An official public hearing was initiated by the town officials to con- 
sider appropriate action, concerning the clam flats, after the publishing 
of a Notice and Maine Dept. of Marine Resources approval of a plan 
of flat closures. 

After the public hearing the town officials took action under state 
law and town ordinance provisions to close the flats to commercial clam 
digging. 

All non-polluted areas were left open to non-commercial, or recrea- 
tional license holders. 

We are now faced with the problem of enforcement of the ordinance 
and seek approval of the town of West Bath so that we can work with 
the committees of the towns of Harpswell and Brunswick to rejuvenate 
the clam population in the town and get the best possible results of 
budget expenditures. 

As a result of our research on the conditions of our clam resources 
and pollution problems, we have concluded that of West Bath’s 363 acres 
of inter-tidal flats, 60 acres are opened seasonally by Dept. of Marine 
Resources on a conditional basis, and 58 prime acres are closed until 
pollution problems can be solved. Each one of these acres had been 
tremendously important in the past and we look forward to abatement 
efforts in the near future in order to again make these flats productive 
for everyone. 
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In order to protect this valuable resource for the town and the peo- 
ple who earn their living from it, or dig for food and recreation, we 
will have to regulate the opening and closing of the flats, transplanting 
projects and take action regarding pollution. 

The town must work closely with the other towns, the State Dept. 
of Environmental Protection and Marine Resources, to monitor the cur- 
rent overboard discharges, prevent and further degrading, and develop 
policies and an ordinance for future control. We will also need to check 
water samples for pollution, and for that we hope to be able to have 
some assistance from the Brunswick town laboratory. 

In Nov. 1984 this committee worked with the State of Maine and 
Representatives of Harpswell and Brunswick in transplanting 22 bushels 
of 1 inch seed clams valued at approximately $50.00 per bushel. Their 
survival and growth are being monitored, and records of production 
from these plantings must be maintained. 

Potentially, at current market prices and 100% survival, these clams 
could yield up to an eight-fold volume in clams available for harvest, 
and a comparable increase in value (176 bushels = $8,800.00). Even at 
50% survival and harvest these transplanted clams would be worth 
$4,400.00. 

In addition to the productivity of our flats for food and income, 
it is hoped that sometime in the future a program can be developed with 
our local school for students and teachers to learn about our impor- 
tant Maine environment. 

This coming summer, with adequate funding, we could head in that 
direction by employing a West Bath student to work on the regional 
survey crew that will be gathering information about our West Bath clam 
populations.

The West Bath cemeteries were cut, trimmed and raked prior to 
Memorial Day. The cemetery on the Berry’s Mill Road was cut and 
trimmed again prior to the 4th of July. 

Small trees and heavy brush which partially concealed some stones 
were removed in the cemetery behind the Booker home. There is still 
heavy brush to be removed from stones at the rear of the plot. 

In addition to cutting, trimming and raking the two cemeteries on 
the New Meadows Road, it was necessary to haul three truckloads of 
brush which had to be placed in bags from these locations. 

There are many stones that have fallen over during the years which 
should be replaced on their bases. This work will have to be accomplish- 
ed by a monument firm. It is recommended that funds from the cemetery 
trust funds be used to cover the cost of the work. 

It is further recommended that the cemeteries be cut and trimmed 
at least twice during the summer months with the exception of the 
Berry’s Mill Road location, which should be done monthly because of 
its size and location to the public eye.

This year marked the eleventh anniverary of organization for the 
West Bath Cemetery Association and the Orchard Hill Cemetery. The 
ready acceptance of the cemetery by the people of West Bath is borne 
out by over forty families having purchased lots at Orchard Hill and 
the need, during the year, for opening a new section at the cemetery. 

The Orchard Hill Cemetery is located in a quiet, secluded area north 
of the Bath Road one quarter mile east of the New Meadows River. 

Cemetery lots are available to West Bath residents and family 
members at a price of $100 each. Sixty percent of the purchase price 
is placed in a perpetual care fund with the income only to be used for 
future lot maintenance.

Waste-to-Energy Project 
Annual Report for 1984

For years the local landfill has been one of the biggest problems 
facing communities in Maine and throughout the country. Put simply, 
the problem with landfills is that they are filling up rapidly, and it is 
difficult to find new sites. Landfills have an ugly appearance, and they 
often pollute underground water supplies. With new environmental stan- 
dards it is becoming very expensive to design and build landfills, and 
the cost to operate them continues to rise each year. 

In the Bath-Brunswick Area the cost of landfilling has risen to more 
than $20 per ton of waste for almost all municipalities. For some towns 
the cost has increased to $30, $40 and even $60 per ton. Landfilling is 
costly for many towns, but the more pressing problem is the amount 
of life left in the landfill. More than half of the 19 towns in the Bath- 
Brunswick Project have less than 5 years left in their local landfill. Towns 
under orders to close thir landfills are subject to heavy fines from the 
Department of Environmental Protection if they do not do so. Private 
landfills can only offer a temporary answer. 

In more and more places around the country the solution to this 
solid waste crisis lies in the construction of waste-to-energy plants in 
which municipal solid waste is incinerated to produce energy. There are 
now more than 50 plants operating throughout the United States in- 
cluding six in New England. Planning for such a facility in the Bath- 
Brunswick Area has been going on for a number of years now, and it 
culminated in late October of 1984 with the signing of a 20-year Power 
Purchase Agreement with Central Maine Power Company (CMP). 


Under the terms of this new Agreement, CMP will purchase 13.4 
million kilowatt hours of electricity each year from the Bath-Brunswick 
Project. The electricity will be produced by burning the municipal solid 
waste (trash and garbage) from the 19 municipalities that are now a part 
of the Project. These towns produce more than 115 tons of refuse per 
day or a total of 42,000 tons per year. When converted to electricity, 
this waste could supply all the homes in Freeport or Topsham with power

Revenues from the sale 
of this power will help to pay for the construction and operation of 
the plant and to pay off the long term bonds that will be used to finance 
the Project. 

In addition to signing the contract with CMP, the Bath-Brunswick 
Project took several other important steps during this past year. Foremost 
among these was the decision to form a Refuse Disposal District under 
a new law passed by the Maine Legislature in July. The District will 
provide the Bath-Brunswick Project with the legal organization that it 
has lacked since the towns began meeting informally several years ago. 
The Bath-Brunswick area will be the first in the state to organize under 
this new legislation. Public hearings leading to the formation of a District 
were held in Bath and Brunswick toward the end of 1984. Approval of 
the District by the Department of Environmental Protection is expected 
in 1985. 

When legally formed the District will have the power to plan, 
develop, own and operate waste-to-energy facilities. The District may 
also issue bonds and notes to finance the construction and operation 
of such a facility. Directors on the District Board are appointed by local 
councilmen or selectmen, and the number of votes of the Directors is 

“apportioned by population. Before becoming a member of the Bath- 
Brunswick District, local towns must hold a referendum vote to see if 
the citizens want the town to join the District. By referendum the 
townspeople also decide on the votes and terms of the Directors and 
on giving the District the power to back bonds with the full faith and 
credit of the participating municipalities. 

This past year was also the occasion for the completion of a major 
engineering report entitled Phase I-Project Development. The Report 
confirmed the amount of trash in the area at 115.3 tons per day in 1983 
and estimated that the waste stream would increase to almost 150 tons 
per day by the year 2005. The Report also compared the risks involved 
in public and private ownership, outlined the technological requirements 
of the plant, began the environmental permitting process, recommend- 
ed a site in East Brunswick in the vicinity of the BIW Hardings plant, 
estimated the transportation costs for individual municipalities, and 
calculated that the cost to incinerate waste at the plant in 1988 would 
be in the $25 per ton range (more or less) depending on several assump- 
tions that will not be clear until the end of 1985. 

Signing the contract with the power company and completing the 
second phase of engineering helped the Bath-Brunswick Project adopt 
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a more precise schedule of work for the next few years. The schedule 
began immediately with the start of work on two new aspects of the 
Project, the geotechnical engineering needed for selecting a plant site, 
and the air quality computer analysis required for the air emissions 
license. Both of these tasks will be completed in early 1985. 

The new schedule also calls for work on the formal Request for 
Proposals (RPF) to start right after funds are raised at local town 
meetings. The RFP is a major engineering, legal and financial docu- 
ment that specifies the requirements of the Project in all of these areas. 
Vendor contractors in the waste-to-energy field from around the coun- 
try will respond to the RFP with their proposals over the summer months 
of 1985. During the fall the responses of these resource recovery developers 
will be reviewed, evaluated and ranked by the Project’s team of engineers, 
lawyers and financial advisors. By the end of 1985 the preferred ven- 
dor/contractor will be chosen. The first half of the 1986 is set aside for 
negotiations on a 20-year contract with the selected vendor. Project 
financing will also be completed during this period so that construc- 
tion can begin in mid 1986. The Bath-Brunswick Project is required to 
begin producing electricity for sale to Central Maine Power Company 
on July 1, 1988.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
JANUARY 31, 1985 


NOTE A — SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING 
POLICIES: 

The accounting policies of the Town of West Bath conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental 
units. 

1. Basis of Presentation 

The accounts of the town are organized on the basis of funds 
or account groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting 
entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate 
set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its accounts, liabilities, fund 
balance, revenues, and expenditures. The various funds are grouped 
by type in the financial statements. 

Governmental Funds 

General Fund — The general fund is the general operating fund 
of the town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that are not 
allocated by law or contractual agreement to another fund are accounted 
for in this fund. The general operating expenditures, the fixed charges, 
and the capital improvement costs that are not paid through other funds 
are paid from this fund. 

Special Revenue Fund — Special revenue sharing funds are us- 
ed to account for revenues derived from specific taxes or other earmarked 
revenue sources, including federal revenue sharing funds. 

Trust Funds 

Trust Funds are used to account for assets held in trust by the 
town for others. 

Account Group 

General Long-Ierm — This account group 1s established to ac- 
count for the long-term debt that is backed by the town’s full faith and 
credit. 

2. Basis of Accounting 

The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by the 
General, Special Revenue and Trust, and Capital Reserve Funds. The 
modified accrual basis of accounting is defined as the basis of accoun- 
ting under which expenditures are recorded as incurred, and revenues 
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are recorded when received in cash except for material and/or available 
revenues which are accrued to properly reflect the taxes levied and the 
revenues earned. 
3. General Fixed Assets 

This account group is established to account for land and 
building costs of a major character. Expenditures for property and equip- 
ment are charged against departmental operations whenever such items 
are purchased. 


NOTE B — NOTES PAYABLE:

OVERBOARD DISCHARGE ORDINANCE 
Town of West Bath 


1. Purposes 

1.1 To establish clear municipal standards and guidelines for reviewing ap- 
plications to install overboard discharge systems (as defined herein), 
where public sewer is not available and where soil conditions prohibit 
subsurface sewage disposal; 

1.2 To control the proliferation of independently owned sewage treatment 
systems, which discharge effluent, treated or otherwise, into the tidal 
waterbodies and watercourses within the Town of West Bath. 

1.3 To protect the existing quality of West Bath’s waterbodies, watercourses, 
and shellfish habitat, and to create reasonable regulations which will 
prevent their future gradual degradation; 

1.4 To recognize the relative fragility of vulnerability of certain types of 
waterbodies, watercourses and aquatic habitats to pollution, and to 
recognize the inherent unsuitability of floodplain locations for sewage 
treatment systems; 
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To supplement the state-level licensing system in order to guarantee 
regular maintenance and periodic monitoring of overboard discharges, 
and to help ensure that existing and future systems, where allowed, will 
be operated safely and in accordance with public health and welfare 
consideration. 


. Application Procedure for New Systems Involving New Buildings 


Any person, firm or corporation wishing to construct or install an “over- 
board discharge” system, as defined herein, shall apply to the Plann- 
ing Board for a permit before commencing any construction. No per- 
mit shall be issued for any structure or use involving the construction, 
installation, use or alteration of an “overboard discharge” system unless 
a permit for such system has been secured by the applicant or his 
authorized agent from the Planning Board according to the requirements 
of this Ordinance. 


2.2 Permit applications shall be in writing and shall include the applicant’s

name and mailing address, the street address of the property for which 
the system will be installed (including its Tax Map page and lot number), 
and a copy of signed contracts with professional individuals or firms 
qualified to perform the maintenance and monitoring functions required 
in Section 5. Applications shall also be accompanied by a check payable 
to the Town of West Bath, to cover the $50 review fee, and shall provide 
the date on which the Maine Department of Environmental Protection 
approved their application, plus the number and expiration date of their 
DEP license. A scale drawing showing the exact location of the septic 
tank, and all components of the overboard discharge system, including 
the outlet pipe, shall be submitted. 

In cases involving overboard discharge systems which were in existence 
prior to the adoption of this ordinance, their owners shall file drawings 
and evidence of maintenance and monitoring contracts, as described 
in Sections 2.2 and 5.1 through 5.5. This information shall be filed with 
the Planning Board within 90 days of this ordinance being enacted. The 
board shall review this material and shall process it as an application 
under this section, to ensure proper system operation and record-keeping. 


2.4 All permits shall either be approved or denied within 30 days of receipt 


of a complete application, including all information requested or within 
60 days, if a public hearing is conducted. The Planning Board may, after 
the submission of a complete application including all information re- 
quested, grant a permit if it makes a positive finding based on the in- 
formation presented that, except as specifically exempted in this or- 
dinance, the proposed system conforms to all provisions of this ordinance 
and all relevant state and federal laws. 


3. Application Procedure for Replacing Malfunctioning Leaching Fields 


aes 


When a previously existing “in-ground” (subsurface) sewage disposal 
leaching field malfunctions, and when, in the written opinion of a 
Licensed Soil Evaluator (licensed by the Maine Department of Human 
Services) a replacement system cannot practicably be located on the ap- 
plicant’s property, the application procedure described in Section 2 shall 
be followed subject to the waiver provisions in Section 7 below. 
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4. Locational Considerations 

4.1 Except where allowed by the waiver provisions in Section 7, new over- 
board discharge systems shall be allowed to be constructed or installed 
only in locations where the treated effluent will be discharged below 
the normal low-water mark. However, in no case shall an overboard 
discharge system be located within the 100-year floodplain as shown 
on the most current, official map of the Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency. New overboard discharges to all other waterbodies and 
watercourses shall be prohibited, except as exempted under Section 7. 
The above restrictions shall not be construed to prohibit the discharge 
pipe from passing through a 100-year floodplain, provided that it does 
not terminate within said floodplain. 

5. Standards of Maintenance and Monitoring 

The following standards for maintaining and monitoring overboard 

discharge systems shall apply to all existing, new or replacement systems. 

All expenses involved shall be borne by the owner. 

5.1 Disinfection: Disinfection shall be provided in a manner acceptable to 
the Maine Department of Environmental Protection (DEP). An approv- 
ed disinfection shall be used, and shall be maintained according to the 
replacement or renewal schedule established by DEP. 

5.2 Septic Tanks: Septic tanks which are part of an overboard discharge 
system shall be checked annually and shall be pumped at sufficient in- 
tervals (usually several years) to ensure that the accumulated sludge is 

- never nearer than twelve inches to the bottom of the outlet pipe leading 
from the septic tank to the sand filter. 


5.3 Monitoring: An effluent sample shall be taken quarterly by a “qualified 
professional?’ as defined herein, or a professional from a recognized 
laboratory involved in water quality analysis. All testing procedures shall 
be according to one of the following accepted references: (1) Standard 
Methods for the Examination of Waste and Wastewaters, latest edition 
published by the American Public Health Association; (2) The Annual 
Book of Standards, Part 31: Water, latest edition published by the 
American Society for Testing and Materials; or (3) Methods of Chemical 
Analysis for Water and Waste, \atest edition published by the U.S. E.P.A. 
Three tests shall be required (a-c below): 

a. Fecal coliform (number of colonies per ml of water). 

b. Biological oxygen demand (BOD) and suspended solids (mg/liter) 
c. Settleable solids (ml per liter after a 20-minute settling period in an 
Imhoff cone). 

A written report shall be submitted quarterly by the laboratory to the 
local Plumbing Inspector, stating the results of the water quality analysis 
with respect to each of the three tests required above. It shall be the 
system owner’s responsibility to see that the lab submits these reports 
regularly. In addition, each homeowner shall test for chlorine residual 
(in chlorination systems) weekly using a “HACH” testing kit or the 
equivalent. (The acceptable range for the chlorine residual is between 
0.5 and 1.0 mg/liter.) 
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5.4 Sandfilters: Whenever the BOD levels exceed the limits specified in the 
regulations of the Maine Department of Environmental Protection, or 
when there are other indications of the sandfilter malfunctioning, the 
sandfilter shall be inspected by a qualified professional as defined herein. 
If the sandfilter is found to be clogged it shall be replaced with new 
material meeting specifications of the Maine Department of En- 
vironmental Protection. 

5.5 Emergency Measures: In the event that an overboard discharge system 
is found to be malfunctioning, for any reason, the septic tank shall be 
pumped immediately and shall continue to be pumped at two-day in- 
tervals until the malfunctioning is corrected. 


. System Construction 


6.1 Inspection: The local Plumbing Inspector shall inspect all overboard 
discharge systems permitted under this ordinance during their construc- 
tion and installation. The Plumbing Inspector shall be notified by the 
owner or his agent at least seven days prior to commencement of system 
construction. A Certificate of Compliance from the local Plumbing In- 
spector shall be provided with a signed copy of the Sieve Analysis of 
all sand used in the construction of sandfilters (this analysis shall be 
provided by the firm which supplies the specially-graded sand required 
by DEP) before he may issue a Certificate of Compliance. 

6.2 Accessibility: The septic tank shall be installed in such a way as to be 
easily accessible through concrete risers, covered with a concrete lid at 
the ground surface. 

6.3 Discharge Pipes: The top of the pipe through which treated effluent 
will be discharged shall be below water at all times, and shall be pro- 
perly secured in such a fashion to resist the force of ocean waves dur- 
ing severe storms and winter ice. 

Waivers 

7.1 Waivers from the locational restrictions contained in Section 4.1 may 
be granted by the Planning Board only in cases involving replacement 
of malfunctioning (in-ground) year round septic leaching systems, and 
for new overboard discharge systems for which a license had been issued 
by the Maine Department of Environmental Protection prior to March 
16, 1985, provided all other requirements of this ordinance can be met, 
including the prohibition against floodplain locations. 

Appeals 

8.1 Appeals involving alleged procedural errors, errors of interpretation, 
or errors of fact shall be heard by the West Bath Board of Appeals, 
established under the West Bath Zoning Ordinance. Applications shall 
be made in writing within 30 days of the decision which is being ap- 
pealed, and shall specify the errors which the appellant believes occur- 
red. The Appeals Board shall conduct a public hearing within 30 days 
of receiving an application and shall render a decision within 60 days 
of the public hearing. All decisions shall be in writing and shall include 
a statement of findings of fact, the conclusion, and the reason or basis 
for the conclusion. Copies of the decision shall be sent to the appli- 
cant, the local Plumbing Inspector, the Planning Board and the 
Selectmen. 
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General 
9.1 This ordinance shall take effect upon adoption by the legislative body. 


_ 9.2 This ordinance may be amended or repealed by majority vote of the 


legislative body. Prior to such amendment or repeal, public hearing on 
the proposed legislative change shall be conducted by the Planning 
Board. 

9.3 If any provisions of this ordinance conflict with any provisions of other 
ordinances of the Town of West Bath, or with any regulations of the 
Maine Department of Environmental Protection, the stricter provisions 
shall apply. 

9.4 Should any section or provision of this ordinance be declared by the 
courts to be invalid, such decision shall not invalidate any other sec- 
tion or provision of this ordinance. 

9.5 This ordinance is adopted under the Town’s general police powers under 
the authority of Home Rule (Title 30, MRSA, Section 2151 and 1917). 

9.6 Failure to conform to the provisions of this ordinance shall constitute 
a violation. A written notice of violation shall be sent by the local Plum- 
bing Inspector to any person or firm who operates an overboard 
discharge system in noncompliance with this ordinance. This notice shall 
be sent via certified mail, return receipt requested, and shall inform the 
owner of the deadline for correcting the problem. System owners shall 
be given seven days from receipt of the notice to pump their septic tanks 
or renew their disinfectants (typically chlorine and ultra-violet light), 


. and fourteen days to repair a sand filter or an outlet pipe. If the situa- 


tion is not corrected within the specified time period, the local Plumb- 
ing Inspector shall notify the owner of the violation by certified mail, 
return receipt requested. Each day that the system is allowed to discharge, 
after the notice of violation is received shall constitute a separate of- 
fense. A fine of not less than $50 nor more than $150 shall be levied 
for each offense. 

Definitions 

Waterbodies: Any pond or lake, whether containing freshwater or saltwater. 

The term “waterbody” shall also include the ocean. 

Watercourse: Any stream. brook, creek, or river, whether containing 

freshwater or saltwater. 

Overboard Discharge: A sewage collection, treatment, and disposal system 

which discharges effluent directly into any waterbody or watercourse, and 

which is designed to the specification of the Maine Department of En- 

vironmental Protection. (These systems typically include a septic tank, and 

filter, and a chlorinator.) 

Floodplain: Any location shown on the official published map of the Federal 

Emergency Management Agency, depicted as lying within the expected range 

of floodwaters during the so-called “‘100-year storm:’ 

Legislative Body: The voters of the Town of West Bath. 

“Qualified Professional”: Under Section 5, the term “qualified professional” 

shall mean any of the following: a DEP-Certified treatment plant operator, 

a DEP-Certified treatment plant maintenance contractor, or a professional 

engineer licensed in the State of Maine. 
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Subsurface Disposal: Any sewage disposal system in which the effluent 
leaches into the ground. New subsurface disposal systems must meet the 
minimum standards of the State Plumbing Code and the West Bath Plum- 
bing Code. 

Contract Basis: This term shall be construed as describing a written agree- 
ment between the owner of an overboard discharge system and an individual 
or firm which undertakes to perform any of the maintenance and/or 
monitoring services required under Section 5 of this ordinance. 


Art. 49. To see if the Town will amend its Land Use Ordinance, 


as amended, as follows: 
Add to Article II, Definitions 


Cluster Residential Development 

A form of development which allows the developer to group the buildings 
in one portion of the site rather than spreading them uniformly over the 
entire parcel in return for setting aside a portion of the tract of land as 
permanent open space. This amount of development which can occur on 
the site remains the same as if the site were developed under District regula- 
tions including computation of any density bonus.

A. Residential 
8. Cluster Residential Development Residential X 


Add to Article III 


K. Cluster developments shall be allowed provided that the minimum lot 
size of land per dwelling unit is available. The acreage preserved as open 
space shall be a permanent dedication and not subject to further 
subdivision. 

L. Density Bonus — The minimum lot size may be reduced depending on 
the total acreage preserved as open space. The area per lot may be reduc- 
ed by: 20% if 15% to less than 25% of the site will be permanently 
restricted as open space 
30% if 25 to less than 40% of the site will be permanently restricted 
as Open space or 
40% if 40% or more of the site will be permanently restricted as open 
space.
